THE INFAMY OF THE AGES.

The Vilest Slander Ever Uttered Agalnst
The Democracy of the State: In Fact,
the Vilest Ever Pat Into Language.

¢Senator Butler dare aot con-
tradict it; his shameful remark was
heard by too many for any denial
of his to hold water. If he should
happen to do so, we have the af-
fidavits of some of our foremost
citizens that our charge was true.
One of the most prominent Popu-
list leader in this section acknowl-
edges that the man who is nov
at the head of that party in this
State made this damnable accusa-
tion against his fellow citizens.
We stond besides this gentleman
when Butler befoulded himself,
